The’ millage was also supported 
by voters in the Fairview and Mio 
School Districts, but was given a

ORV road 
dispute

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners will once again consider a 
proposed change to tweak the county’s 
ORV ordinance in an attempt to clear up a 
legal entanglement with U.S. Forest offi- 
clals. 

In February, South Branch Township 
requested opening McMasters Bridge Road 
from Sunrise Road to the Lovells Township 
line for ORV travel. 

In addition, South Branch Township 
requested a sinall section of South Forester 
Road from Pioneer Road to Hall Road be 
opened to ORYVs. The section of roadway 
will allow riders to connect. with Hunter 
Lake Road and allow them to bypass the 
Mason Tract and Kirtland’s Warbler habitat 
in the Huron-Manistee National Forest. 

The Crawford County Board © of 
Commissioners agreed to the requested 
changes. But by a “fluke,” local officials 
later learned from a South Branch 
Township business that U.S. Forest Service 
law enforcement officials planned to issue 
tickets to ORV riders who travel roads they 
consider to be under forest service jurisdic- 
tion, said Crawford County Administrator 
Paul Compo 

Although the roads are designated Forest 
Service Roads, they are maintained by the 
Crawford County Road Commission. 

Dave Stephenson, . chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
contacted the district manager for the U.S. 
Forest Service in Cadillac. Maps provided 
to law enforcement officials from

Paul Dalrymple, a medic and 
a San Antonio, Texas native, gave 
some of the haircuts and had his 
own head shaved. He marveled at 
the courage the female soldiers 

exhibited. 

“The hair is what makes a woman 
~ it’s their identity,” he’ said. “Even 
if f was a woman, they’d be better 
women than me.” 

Soldiers from Ist Battalion, 119th 
Field Artillery Regiment (FAR), a 
Michigan National Guard unit, 
appeared for haircuts and donated 
their hard-earned cash to the St 
Baldrick’s Foundation. 

Maj. Shawn Kraycs, the officer- 
in-charge of the 1-f19th FAR’s tac- 
tical outpost and a native of 
Grayling, had his own inspiration 
from his son, Shane, for bringing his 
soldiers and getting his head shaved.

Council adopts ordinance to 
regulate swimming pools

As warmer weather, sum- 
mer and the swimniung sea- 
son _ approaches, the 
Grayling City = Council 
adopted an ordinance aimed 
to protect homeowners with 
pools and to prevent weary 
waders from taking what 
could be a tragic dip.

Council adopted a swim- 
ming pool ordinance al its 
regular meeting on Monday. 

The ordinance — was 
prompted by concerns from 
a citizen that told the city 
council fast year about a 
pool that had a ladder readi- 
ly available at all times. 

Grayling City 
Manager/Police Doug 
Baum said that the pool 
ordinance also needed to be 
clarified for the public. 

“The ordinance was so 
vague that it left too much 
room. for interpretation,” 
Baum said. 

Under the ordinance, a 
swimming pool is defined 
as any contained body of 
water with a depth of 18 
inches or more. A wading 
pool is a contained body of 
water between 12 and 18 
inches. An above ground 
pool or portable pool ts any 
swimming pool that is tead- 
ily «disassembled and may 
be moved, An in ground 
pool is permanent in nature, 
anchored into the ground 
and cannot be disassembled 
or moved. 

All pools, permanent or 
portable, over 12 inches in 
depth, require a fence not 
less than 48 inches in height 
and a self-locking device on 
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all gates. 

All fences incorporating 
gates shall have a sclf-lock- 
ing device opened only with 
a key. All fencing around 
the pool shall be of rigid 
type construction, No fence 
can have horizontal mem- 
bers to facilitate climbing 
such as a rail, corral, woven 
or farm-wire type fence, 

Kiddie pools do not need 
to be jocated within a 
fenced enclosure, but when 
filled, must be attended by a 
responsible person, Kiddie 
pools must be emptied on a 
daily basis to ensure heath 
and safety. 

No person shall maintain 
an outdoor pool on his or 
her premises without  pro- 
viding adequate supervision 
at all times when the pool ts 
in use So that no person may 
be injured or drowned, 

ft shall be unlawful to 
have unlocked gates in the 
area of the pool. Entry into 
the pool area by uninvited 
persons over a fence, where

Any . person violating 
terms or conditions of the 
ordinance shall be punished 
by a fine not to exceed $100 
or serving 30 days in jail. 
Both penaldes may — be 
applied, or one in lieu of 
another, at the discretion of 
the court. 

A site plan for a swim- 
ming pool is required to be 
submitted to the City of 


Grayling’s Building and 
Zoning Department and

Applications will show 
the name of the owner, the 
location of the proposed 
pool and safety precautions 
that will be made to protect 
people making use of the 
pool. The documentation 
will also show those who 
may be endangered nearby 
and shall be accompanied 
by other information neces- 


sary to public health that 
may be required by the 
building inspector. 

One of the main goals of 
the ordinance is to keep the 
pools out of sight and out of 
mind from youngsters who 
may trespass to go swim- 
nung. 

“We would rather not see 
swimming pools in people's 
lront yards,” Baum said.

Washington D.C. indicate 
the roads are owned by the 
forest service. The manager 
indicated the maps could be 
changed, but that could take 
up to two years for federal 
lawmakers to accomplish 
that task, 

Stephenson said all his- 
torical information regard- 
ing ownership of the roads 
is in Crawford County, 
where it is more suitable for 
local officials to go through 
and research. Finally, the 
manager stopped short of 
pressing the issue when 
Stephenson said the county 
would send the federal goy- 
ernment an invoice for 
maintaining the roads, 

Rick Anderson, vice 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said the 
county needs to stand strong 
to address liability of the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission maintaining 
the roads and Crawford 
County Transportation 
Authority busses traveling 
the roads. 

“JT think that’s taking 
advantage of tax payers and 
their goodwill, especially 
for those people that live on 


those roads,” he said. 

Anderson added that the 
Forest Service has been 
overstepping its boundaries 
recently as it proposed 
changes on what people can 
and can not do in the forest 
property. 

“This is not the first issue. 
It may be the first issue that 
has come up in Crawford 
County,” Anderson said. 
“The Forest Service seems 
to be stepping on toes in all 
communities.” 

Now, South Branch 
Township is asking that an 
800 foot section on South 
Forester Road from the cor- 
ner of South Forester Road 
and Hall Road north to 
Hunter Lake Road be 
opened for ORV travel. 
Opening the roadway would 
allow ORV road riders to 
connect with trails in 
Beaver Creek Township and 
a Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources main- 
tained trail. 

“If they could accomplish 
that, they wouldn’t have to 
go through all the research 
to destine who owns the 
roads,’ Compo said.

Free workshop on 
trauma in children 


Northern Lakes 
Community Mental Health 
(NLCMH) and the Crawford 
County Department — of 
Human Services (DHS) are 
leaming up to provide a 
training workshop for foster 
parents and relative care- 
givers on caring for children 
who have experienced trau- 
ma. The workshop will be 
hetd on Saturday, May 14, 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the 
Crawford County DHS at 
230 Huron Street, Grayling. 
There is no cost to attend but 
advance = registration — is 
required, Lunch will be pro- 
vided. 

The workshop will focus 
on understanding how trau- 
ma affects children. 
Attendees will improve their 
ability to communicate with 
children who have expert- 
enced trauma, learn ways to 
reduce the stress of parent- 
ing a traumatized child, and 
learn skills and techniques to 
influence children’s behav- 
ior and attitudes, 

One of the organizers, 
Kelly Sauter, BSW, 
Northern Lakes CMH 
Children’s Case Manager, 
explained that, “This train- 
ing stems from a statewide 
effort to raise the standard of 
care and increase access to 
services for traumatized 
children and their families. 
Our hope is to create a com- 
munity of trauma informed 
foster parents who can serve 
as a resource to individuals 
interacting with traumatized 


youth.” 

Another organizer, Donna 
Van  Brocklin, Services 
Specialist and Licensing 
Consultant for the Crawford 
County Department — of 
Human Services, said, “We 
find that all children) who 


come into the foster care 
system have experienced 
some type of — trauma, 


whether it is from the 
negiect and/or abuse they 
have experienced or just 
from being removed from 
their family and home. It is 
important for foster parents 
to have the knowledge and 
skills to be able to help these 
children while they are 
placed in their home. At this 
time, Crawford County has 
23 foster homes that do an 
excellent job helping foster 
children deal with the emo- 
tions and feelings they are 
experiencing and sometimes 
the behaviors that come 
along with these. This train- 
ing will help foster parents 
and relatives that are helping 
outas caregivers to add more 
skills to their bag of tools.” 

This project is funded by 
Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services 
Administration and the US 
Department of Health and 
Human Services.

New rules for vaccinations 
required for school 


The Health Department 
reminds parents about the 
vaccinations required by the 
State of Michigan for stu- 
dents entering sixth grade or 
changing school districts. 
Starting last fall, new rules 
went into effect for all sixth 
graders and students aged 
E1-18 years. 

Spring is the time for 
kindergarten round-up, and 
most parents know vaccines 
are required. Now students 
entering the new frontier of 
middle school must have 
certain vaccines. 

“As children get older, 
immunity from childhood 
vaccines can wear off,” said 
Dr. James Wilson, Medica! 
Director for District Health 
Department #10. “Children 
coming into their teen years 
are also at risk for new dis- 
eases.” 

Students who are 11 years 
old and entering sixth grade 
need two doses of varicella 
vaccine, one dose of 
meningococcal vaccine, and 
a booster dose of 
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ietanus/diphtherta/pertussis 
vaccine. Human papillo- 
mavirus vaccine is also rec- 
ommended for this age 
group. 

“We are fortunate to have 
vaccines that work to pre- 
vent many harmful diseases 
in both children and adults,” 
said Wilson. “It can be con- 
fusing for parents to figure 
out when the different vac- 
cine combinations and 
boosters should be given. 
The best thing to do is to 
contact the health depart- 
ment or your health care 
provider for guidance.” 

Help in paying for the cost 
of vaccines is available 
through the Vaccines for 
Children (VFC) program 
when there is no health 
insurance coverage. For 
more information follow the 
“Emmunization” link on the 
DHD#10 website at 
www.dhdtO.org.
